The affidavit was the writing 
of an employee of .the,printing office 
which the Texas congressman'.' had 
printed In tho Record. "A two-thirds 
vote, in the house is necessary to ex- 
pel Blanton but he can,be censured 
by a'majority vote. He already has 
been censured twice by the house this 
year, once for remarks mads on the 
floor anfl once for certain statements 
appearing over his name in Texas 
newspapers.

provided for and a record will be kept 
of all transactions so the government 
can'easily determine- whether the 
privilege o£ making beer and win«s for 
medicinal purpose Is abused.- One of 
the penalties will be revocation of the 
permit to make any intoxicating 
liquors.

SHOULD BE NO STRIKE 


There have been two main criticisms of 


the transportation act. One of these, put 
forward by those with more or less normal 
hostility to the railroads, was that profits 
•were guaranteed by the government. This 
'charge was wholly outside the facts, for 
the act docs not guarantee earnings in any 
sensc of ihc word. The most extreme in- 
terpretation of the law is that the rail- 
roads may earn as much as they can out 
of the rates prescribed by the interstate 
commerce commission. This criticism of 
the act. therefore- is without force. 


The other inducement of the law is more 


serious. It has to do with the section 
•which sets up a body for the arbitration of 
differences between the railroads and their 
employes and which undertook to hear and 
settle grievances by both sides. The body 
is known as the labor board and it is as a 
result of its orders that the strike sched- 
uled for next Sunday has been called. The 
•weakness of this part of the transporta- 
tion act lies in the fact that there is no 
power conferred upon the board to en- 
force its orders or decisions. This authori- 
ty was originally written int<?the bill, but 
it was stricken out because of the opposi- 
tion of organized labor. The law. there- 
fore, has'no ''teeth'' in it by which defi- 
nite results may be assured. It was argued 
at the time the bill was before the con- 
gress that any award of the labor board 
•would carry such moral force that neither 
side coiild rejecfit. ^Tbis does not appear 
to be the case, however, as the order to 
strike is a refusal to abide by the award of 
the labnr board."reducirig wages by twelve 
per cent. 
•' Tf we judge the transportation law from 
the standpoint of its efficacy in preventing 
strike?, we must -admit that iris a failure. 
AVhethcr the strike now threatened actual- 
ly takes place or not. it is clear that there 
is nothing TO prevent the men from going 
'out. Even.- day"however, lessens the pro. 


• bability of a strike, not only because of de- 
fection in the ranks of the prospective 
. strikers, but because their moral position 
•is weakened in the eyes of the public. "We 
think it is the almost universal concensus 
of opinion, both by friends of organized 
labor as well as supporters of the rail- 
roads, that this is not the time for a strike- 
Quite'regardlcss of the merits of the claims 
of the men. it is obvious that they have se- 
lected an inopportune moment to take 
their case to the public. With from five 
to six million men out of employment in 
the United States, with winter at hand, 
fuel distribution inadequate and business 


~ in a state of .severe depression. th» public^ 


is certain to regard a widespread railroad 
»trike with great disfavor. 


In our judgment it would be one of the 


•worst tactical mistakes organized labor 
las yet made in this country to go through 
•with the strike program. We think at 
least some of the railroads would welcome 
a strike on the theory they would gain by 
it at the expense of labor. Men should 
not get ihf idea shat the public is opposed 
.K Tkem as an organization, or that it does 


ilrsfrc to sen them well paid and well 
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tliat iu the uuuiber of victims at least it 
will far outstrip the wave 'of influenza 
which swept the country three years ago. 
Jt will start iu all portions of the country 
simultaneously and spread in every direc- 
tion. The contagion will be irresistible 
and doctors will be powerless to stem it: 
indeed, they will add to its vinilcncy and 
will even take pleasure in aiding and abet- 
ting the ailment which is about to lay hold 
of the people in new and insidious form.' 


The first symptoms of this strange mal- 


ady arc sneezing, violent pains in the stoni- 
ach. excessive dryness of the throat. There 
may or may not be fever: that will depend 
upon the condition of the throat. There 
will be certain failures of the brain to 
function normally, and the victim will act 
quecrly. The physician will recognize 
Ihe symptoms immediately and the diag- 
nosis' will be complete. All that will be 
necessary is to look at the patient's 
tcmgue. which will be hanging out. and be 
will utter deep gutteral sounds. 


The physician will without asking ques- 


tions tnrn to his desk and write the nec- 
essary prescription. It will call for one 
case of beer or one or more bottles of wine, 
to be taken as often and as copiously as is 
necessary to relieve the dryuess in the pa- 
tient's throat and pains in the stomach. 
In severe cases whisky will be substituted 
in pint doses. The epidemic is already in 
•the air. It will afflict millions. No one 
will escape.it unless he puts himself in a 
heroic attitude mentally. Physical fitness 
is no protection." On' the contrary it is 
liable to accentuate the attack. All this 
we have on the authority ofx Secretary of 
Treasurv Mellon.

Profits in Des Moines are to be based on 


"true valuation. With this foundation, fair 
both to the corporation and the people, it 
is sound and just to scale the fares so as 
to produce enough revenue to compensate 
investors and maintain satisfactory ser- 
vice." The one-man car is .not suitable for 
all kinds of street railway lines, but where 
it is suitable it tends to improve service 
and keep down operating costs. As the 
car is smaller than the regular vehicle, 
more may be put on the rails, with the 
result of more frequent service. 


Local transportation remains one of the 


greatest of American municipal problems. 
The service may be revolutionized some 
day. 
but a radical change is not yet in 


sight. For the present, the valuation the- 
ory .as applied to profits and the sliding 
fare scale as applied to earnings for ail 
purposes appear to give the best satisfac- 
tion to public and private interests.
